Painters in the Reign of Charles II.

THE arts were in a manner expelled 
with the Royal. Family from Briton. 
.The anecdotes of a Civil War are the hit 
tory of Deftrudkion. 'In all ages the mob 
have vented their hatred to Tyrants on the 
pomp of Tyranny. The magnificence the 
people have envied, they grow to deteft, 
and miftaking confequcnccs for caufes^ the 
firft objeds of their fury are the palaces of 
their matters. If Religion is thrown into 
the quarrel, the moft innocent arts are cata^? 
logue4 with fins. This was the cafe in the 
contells betwcea Charles and his parlia«* 
ment. As he had blended aSedion . to the 
fciehce's with a luft of power, nonfenfe and 
ignorance were adopted into the liberti^

monuments were deemed carnal pride, and 
-^ Venprabfe cathedral* fceaied equatly coA- 
tradidtory to Magna Cbarta and the Bible. 
Learning and wit were conftrued to be fo 
heathen, that one would have thought the 
Hol^ Ghoft CQuld endure nothing above a 
pun* What the fury of Henry VIII. had 
ipared> was condemned by the Puritans? 
Riiin waa their harvefl:> and they gleaned 
after the Reformers* Had they x:ounte* 
iianced any of the fbfter arts, what could tho& 
arts have repsefented ? How pldhirefque was 
the £gure of an Anabaptift ? But fefbuiea 
have no oftenfible enjoyments; their ple^ 
itur^s are private^ comfortable and grofs. The 
arts cthat civiliie fociety are not calculated 
for men vAm mean to rife on the nskis of 
eftablifiied oxA^u Jargon and aufterities are 
ilie we^ons^that beft &ryt the purpoies of 
iierefiarcs and innovators. The Sciences hare 
l>een exc6mmunicated from the Gnoftics to 
Mr. Whitfield. ' 

The reftoration of royalty brought back 
the arts, not taft«. Charles II. had a tum 
(^mechanics;! none to the politer fcknces.

Louis XIV. courtfenancfe Corneille^ Moliere^ 
BoiteaUj Le Sueurj who forming thcmfelves 
on the models c^ the ancients^ feemed by 
Ae purity of their writings to have .ftudied 
only in f Sparta^ Charles found as much

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indelicate was the ityle h^ penntttcd or de- 
manded ! Dfyden's tragedies are a comppund 
of bombafl: and heroic obfcenity^ incklTed in 
the itioft beautiful numbers. If Wycherlef 
had nature, it is nature ftark naked. Thd 
pamters of that time veiled it but little more ; 
Sir Peter Lely fcarce faves appearance^ but 
by a bit of fringe or embroidery* His nymphs^ 
jgenerally repofed on the turf, are too wanton 
and too magmficenC to be taken for any 
thing but maids of honour. Yet fantaftic as 
his cornpdfitions feeitl, they were pretty much 
in the die^ of the times, as is evident by a 
puritaft traft publilhed In 1678, and inti- 
tuled, '^ Juft and reaibnable Reprehenfions of 
n^ed Breafts and Shoulders." The court 
had gone a^od.way beyond the faihion of 
the preceding reign, when the galantry in 
vogue was to wear a lock of. ibme favorite 
objedli and yet Prynne had thought that 
mode ^ tlamnable, diat he publifhed an ab«* 
furd piece againft it, called.

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• The le£taries^ in oppofition to the Icings 
had run into the extreme againft politenefs : 
The new court, to indemnify themfelves 
and mark averfion to their rigid adverfaries, 
took the other extreme. Elegance and de^? 
licacy were the point from which both fides 
ftarted different ways ; and tafte was as litde 
fought by the men of wit, as by thofe who 
called themielves the men of God. The 
latter thought that to demolifh was to re- 
form ; the others, that ridicule was the 
only rational correftive ; and thus while one 
party deftroyed all order, and die other gave 
a loofe to dilbrder, no wonder the age pro* 
duced fcarce any work of art, diat was wor^ 
thy of being preferred by posterity. Yet 
in a hiftory of the arts, as in other hif<* 
tones, the times of confufion and barbariCn 
muft have their place to preferve the con* 
neftion, and to afcertain the ebb and flow 
of genius. One likes to fee through what

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His altar-pieces at ^ Magdalen and All- 
fouls colleges in Oxford are defpicable« At 
Wadham college is an altar-cloth in a fin^ 
gular manner^ and of merit : It is juft brufh-> 
ed over for the lights and fliades> and die 
colours melted in with a hot iron. He 
painted too the in(i4^ of St. Mary Abchurch 
ii> Canoa-ftreet, 

While Fuller was at Oxford he drew fc-* 
veral portraits, and copied Dobfbn's dccol- 
ladpn of §t, John, but varying the face» 
(rom re^l pe^ns, For Herodias, who held 
the charger, he painted his pwn miftre&s 
her mother fpr th? old womto receiving the 
head in a b4g> ^d the ruilian, who cut it 
off, was a noted bryifer of that age* There 
was belides a liptle boy with a torch, which 
illuminated the whQle pifture/ Fuller .re- 
ceived 60 pieces for it, In king James's 
catalogue is menuoried a pifture by him, 
reprefenting Fame and Honour treading^ 
down Envy.

The Iccond 
was called^ Libro da Difegnare ; 9ior lo of 
the plates by our paintcn 

He died in Bloom/bury-fquare, Ju^ 17, 
1672^ an4i€ft ^^on, an ingenious but idle 
man, according to Vertue, chiefly eniployed 
in coachr-painting, He led a di0blute life 
and died young. 

Fuller had one Scholar, Charles Wood- 
field i who entered under him at Ojrfbrd, 
and ferved feven years. He generally 
painted views, buildings, monuments, and 
antiquities, but being as idle as his matter's 
|bn, often wanted neceflarks. He- dial 
liiddenly in his chair in. the year 17^4, at 
the age pf 75,

I have already 
mentioned his fmall pidure from Holbein^ 
of the two Henrys and their queens, and 
that his purchaie in king Charles's fale of 
the king en horfeback was uken from him 
by a fuit at law, after he had demanded 
1 500 guineas for it at Antwerp and been 
bidden 1000. The earl of Pomfret at Eafton 
had a copy of Raphael's Galatea by him 
and at Penlhurft is a fmall whole length of 
Francis earl of Bedford act.* 48, 1636, from 
Vandyck.

ROBERT STREATER, 

Who was appointed ferjeant painter at the^ 
reftoration. ' He was the fon of a painter 
and born in . Co vent-garden, 1624, and 
Hudied under' Du Moulin. Streater did 
hot confine himfelf to any branch of his 
art, but iucceeded beft in architefture, per- 
ipeftive, landfcape and ftill life. Graham 
calls him the greateft and moft univer- 
fal painter that ever England bred, but 
with about as much judgment, as where he 
fays that Streater's being a good hiftorian 
contributed not a little to his perfection in 
that way of painting. He might as well 
fay that reading the Rape of the. Lock 
would make one a good hair-cutter. I 
ihould rely more on Sanderfon, who fpeak.- 
ing of landfcape, fays *' of our own nation 
1 know none more excellent but Streater^ 
who indeed is a compleat mailer therein, as 
ilfo in other arts of etcllidg^ * graving, and

.all paintings f ." B^t from the few works 
that I hare i&cn of his hand, I can by no 
means. fubfcribe to thefe encomiums: The 
Theatre at Oxford, his principal perfbrnit- 
ance, is a very mean one ; yet Streater was 
^ much commended for it, as by the au^ 
.diors I have mentioned for his works in ge^ 
n^al. One Robert Whitehall J> a poetaftcr 
of that age, wrote a poem called Urania, 
or a deicription of the painting at the to|> 
of the Theatre at Oxford, y^hich concluded 
with thefe lines. 

That future ages xnuft confefs they owe 
To Streater more than Michael Angelo.

FRANCIS VANSON, or 
V A N Z O O N, 

Was born at Antwerp, and learned of his 
father, a flower painter, but he came early 
into England, and marrying l^tfeater'^ 
niece, fucceeded to much of her uncle's 
bulinefs« Vertue and Graham commend 
the freedom of his pencil, but his fubjeds 
were ifl-chofen. He painted illll-life, 
oranges and lemons, plate, damafk cur- 
tains, cloths of gold, and that medley of 
familiar objects that flxike the ignorant 
Vulgar. In Streater's fale, mentioned 
abbre, Were near thirty of Vanfon's pieces, 
^ich fold ni^U i among others, was the 
^rtiwn of England, and birds in water- 
colours. Vanfon^s patron i^as the * earl of

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Radnor, who at his houfe iit St. JamesV 
fquare, had near eighteen or twenty of his 
works, over doors and chimnies, &c. there 
was one large piece, loaded with fruit, 
flowers, and dead game by him, and his 
own portrait in it, painted by Laguerre, 
with a hawk on his fift. The ftair-cafe of 
that houfe was painted by Laguerre, and 
the apartments were ornamented by the 
principal artifts then living, as Edema, 
Wyck, Roeftraten, Danckers, old GrifEer, 
young Vandevelde and Sybrecht. The col- 
leftion * was fold in 1724. Some of his 
piftures were eight or nine feet high, and 
in them he propofed to introduce all the me-

warden of the tanneries, anid by king George I. made 
treafurer of the chambers. He died in 1 723.

It was 
not known that he had been in England, 
till Vertiie difcovercd it by a pidkurc of his 
hand at a fale in Covent-garden 1730. 
The ground reprefented a walnut-tree 
board, with papers, pens, penknife and 
an Englifh almanack of the year 1663, a 
gold medal, and the portrait of the authot 
in a fuppofed ebony frame, long hair in- 
clining to red, and his name, S. V. Hoog-

ftraten. The circumftance of the Englilh 
almanack makes it probable that this pain- 
ter was in England at leaft in that year, and

and particularly the celeftial and terreftrial 
globesj the largefl: that had then ever been 
printed, I (hall fay nothing more of him* 
in this place (as tlie catalogue of Englifli 
engravers I referve for a leparate volume) 
but that he left a fon Henry, born in Lon- 
don, whom I take for the father of Abra- 
ham Hondius, and who finilhed feveral 
things that had been left imperfeft by 
Jodocus.

Not only the moft capital painter of thi$ 
reign, but whofe works are admitted amongft 
the clafficfi of the art, was born at Soeft in 
Weftphalia, where his father, a captain of 
foot, was in garrifbn. His name was Van- 
der Vaas, but being born at the Hague in a 
jperfumer's fhop, the fign of the Lilly, he 
leceived the appellation of captain Du Lys 
©r Ldy> which became the proper name of 
die fon. He received hisr firft inftruftions 
in painting from one Dc Grebber, and be- 
gan with landfcape and hiftoric figures left 
than life j but coming to England in 1641, 
and feeing the works of Vandyck, he quit- 
ted bis former ftyle and former fubje(5ts, 
and gave himfelf wholly to portraits in emu- 
bckm of that great man^ His foccefs was 
confidecablej though not equal to his ambi- 
tion li if m pothiiie biit fimplicity, be fell 
ibort,<^ his uiGdeli a$; Staj:iufr or Claudian 
did of Virgil.

Drydcn 
has celebrated her genius for painting and 
poetry in a very long ode, in which the rich 
ftream of his numbers has hurried along 
with it all that his luxuriant fancy pro- 
duced in his way ; it is an hannomous hy^ 
pcrbole compofed ci die fall of Adam,. Arc-*. 
thufa,:Veftal Virgins, Diana, Cupid, NoaiiV 
ark, the Pleiades, the valley of Jeho%>faat 
and d\c \A Aflizes r Yet Antony Wood 
aflutes us ^ there is nothing fpoken of. her> 
Which Ihe was noit equal to, if notfupcrior ;" 
and his proof is as wife as his afferdon, iSbi^ 
feys he, " if there had not been more true 
hifiory in faer pi^iiies, than compliment^ her 
father would never have fufl&rcd them to 
pafs the prefe.*' She was maid of honour m 
the duchefs of York, and died of the fmalU 
pox in 1685, in the 25th year of her. age. 

Her poems were publiflied after her death 
In a thin quarto, with a print of her, taken 

from 
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from her portrait drawn by hcrfelf, which, 
with the leave of the authors I have quoted> 
is in a much better ftyle than her poetry, 
and evidently in the manner of Sir Peter 
Lely. She drew the pictures of James 11. 
and of her miftrefs, Mary of Modena j fbme 
pieces of ftill-life and of hiftory j three of 
the latter fhe has recorded in her own 
poems, St. John in the wildernefs, Herodias 
with the head of that faint, and two of Diana's 
nymphs. At admuul Killigfew's fale 1727, 
were the following pieces by her hand ;, Ve- 
nus and Adonis ; a Satyr playing on a pipe ; 
Juctith and Holofernes; a woman's head; 
the Graces dref&ng Venus ^ and her own 
portrait: '* Thefe piftures, fays Vertue, I 
law but can fay little." 

She was. buried in the chapel of the Sa- 
voy, where is a monument to her memory, 
with a latin epitaph, which, with the tran- 
flation, may be feen prefixed to her poems, 
and in Ballard's Memoires of learned ladies, 
P- 340.

Some of his poems were 
publifhed in a volume with- his name j others 
with fome fingular circumftances relating to 
diem,, are mentioned by Antony f Wood. 
Flatman had a fmall eftate at Tilhton near 
Dis in Norfolk, and dying Dec. 8, 1688, 
was buried in St. Bride's London, where his

CLAUDE LE FEVR E, 

A man of indigent circumftances, ftudied 
firft in the palace of Fontainbleau where he 
was born in 1633, and then at Paris under 
Le Sueur and Le Brun, the latter of whonl 
advifed him to adhere to portraits, for which 
he had a particular talent. The French 
author, ♦ from whom I tranfcribe, fays that 
in diat ftyle he equalled the heft millers of 
that country, and that paffing into England 
he was reckoned a fecond Vandyck. If he 
was thought fo then, it is entirely forgotten. 
Both Graham and Vertue knew fo little of 
him, that the firft mentions him not, and 
the latter confounded him with Valentine 
L« Fevre of Bruffels, who. never was here % 
yet mentions a mezzotint of Alexandre 
Boudan imprimeur du roi, done at Paris 
by Sarabe, the eyes of which were printed

Whofc chriftian name was Roland, and 
who he fays gained the favour of prince 
Rupert by a fccret of ftaining marble. As 
diat prince invented mezzotinto, I conclude 
it was Claude who learned it of his high- 
nefs, during his intercourfe with him, and 
communicated it to Sarabe at Paris. Le 
Fevre de Venife certainly was in England 
and died here, as Claude did. Vertuc fays 
that his Le Fevre painted chiefly portraits 
and hiftories in fmall, in the manner of 
Vandyck, the latter of which were not al* 
ways very decent. As I am defirous of ad- 
jufting the prctenfions of the three Le Fevrcs, 
and (hould be unwilling to attribute to 
either of the wrong what his modcfty might 
make him decline, I mean the laft article, 
I am inclined to bellow the nudities on Ro-

Another competitor of Sir Peter, was a 
Prench portrait-painter, patronized by the 
duchefs of Portfmputh; ipd in compliment 
to her mwh .eQcouraged. Graham fpeaks. 
of his tawdry' ftyle, which w^s more the 
fault of the age than of the. painter. The 
pomp of Louis XIV. infeiled Europe : and 
Gafcar, whofe bufinefs was to pleafe, Suc- 
ceeded as well in Italy as he had in Eng-* 
land, from whence he carried above i<p,ooo/. 
At Chcfterton Vertue faw a head In armour 
of Edmund Verney, with Gafcar's name tq 
It, His beft performance was a half length 
at lord Pomfret's of Philip earl of Pem- 
broke, which he drew by ftealth, by order 
of his patronefs, whofe fitter lord Pembroke 
had married. I fuppofe this dcfwe of hav^ 
ing her brother-in-law's pifture was dai:e4 
before a quarrel flie had -with him for ill- 
ufage of her fitter : The duchefs threatened 
fo complain to the king ; the earl told her, 
if Ihe did, he would fet her upon her

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head at Charing-crofs^ and ihow the nation 
it's grievance. 

SIMON VARELST, 

A real ornament of Charles's reign, and one- 
of the Tew who have arrived at capital ex* 
cellencein that branch of the art, was a 
Dutch flower-painter. It is not certain in 
what year he arrived in England 5 his works 
were extretoely admired, and his prices the 
greateft that had been known in this coun« 
try. The duke of Buckingham patronized 
him, but having too much wit to be only 
beneficent, and perceiving the poor man to 
be immoderately vain, he piqued him to 
attempt portraits* Varelft thinking nothing 
impoflible to his pencil, fell into the fnare, 
and drew the duke himfelf, but crouded it 
fo much with fruits and fun- flowers, that 
the king, to whom it was (howed, took it 
for a flower-piece. However, as it fome- 
times happens to wifer buffoons than Varelft, 
he was laughed at till he was admired, and 
Sir Peter Lely himfelf became the real fa- 

crifice 
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crifice to the jcft : he loft much of his bu- 
Gne&y and retired to Kew, whilft Varelfli en- 
grofled die fafhion^ and for one half length 
was paid an hundred and ten pounds. 
His portraits were exceedingly laboured, 
and finiihed with the fame delicacy as his 
flowers, which he continued to introduce 
into them. Lord chancellor Shaftlbuiy go- 
ing to fit, was received by him with his 
hat on. Don't you know me ? faid the 
peer. Yes, replied the painter, you are my 
lord chancellor. And do you know me ? 
J am Varclft. The king cam make any 
man chancellor, but he can make nobody 
a Varelft. Shaftfbury was difgufted and fat 
to Greenhill. In 1680 Varelft, his brother 
Harman, Henny and Parmentiere, all pain- 
ters, went to Paris, but ftaid not long. In 
1685 Varelft was a witnefs on the divorce 
between the duke and duchefs of Norfolk ; 
one who had married Varelft's half fitter 
was brought to {tt afide his evidence, and 
depofed his having been mad and confined^ 
He was fo, but not much more than others 
pf his profeffion have been j his lunacy was 

fclf- 
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felf-admiration ; he called himfelf the * God 
of Klowers j and went to Whitehall, fajring 
he wanted to converfe with the king for 
two or three hours. Being repulfed, he 
faid, '^ He is king of England, I am king 
of painting, why Ihould not we converfe 
together familiarly?" He fhowed an hiC- 
toric piece on which he had laboured twenty 
years, and boafted that it contained the fe- 
veral manners and excellencies of Raphael, 
Titian, Rubens, and Vandyck, When Va^ 
relft, Kneller andj Jervafe| have been fo mad 
with vanity, to what a degree of phrenzy 
had Raphael pretenfions !— But he was mo- 
deft. Varelft was Ihut up towards the end 
of his life, but recovered his fenfes at laft, 
not his genius, and lived to a great age, 
certainly as late as 17 lo, and died inSuf- 
folk-ftreet. In king James's coUeftion were

of Partftnouth, half lengths, a landicape^ 
flowers, and fruit : In lord Pomfret's iwcrc 
nine flower-pieces. 

His brother Harman Varelft lived ibme 
time at Vienna, till the Turks befieged it 
m 1683. He painted hiftory, fruit and 
flowers, and dying about 1700 was buried 
m St. Andrew's Holbourn. He left a ion 
of his profeiHon called Cornelius, and a 
very accomplilhed daughter, who painted 
in oil, and drew fmall hiftories, portraits 
both in large and fmall, underftood mufic, 
and fpoke I^atin, German, Italian, and other 
languages. 

ANTONIO VERRIO, 

A Neapolitan ; an excellent painter for the 
fort of fubjefts on which he was employed, 
that is, without much invention, and with 
lefs tafte, bis exuberant pencil was ready ac 
pouring out gods, goddefles, kings, em-* 
perors and triumphs, over thofe public fur- 
j&ccs on which the eye never refts long 

enough 
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enough to criticize, "and where one ihould 
be ferry to place the works of a better mat- 
ter, I mean, ceilings and ftair-cafes. The 
New Teftament or the Roman Hiftory cpft 
him nothing but ultra-marine ; that and 
marble columns, and marble fteps he never 
fpared. He firft fettled in France, and 
painted the high altar of the Carmelites at 
Thouloufe, which is defcribed in Du Puy*s 
Traite fur la Peinture p. 219. Thoul. 
1699. 

Charles IL having a mind to revive 
the manufa6hire of tapeftry at Mortlack, 
which had been interrupted by the civil 
war, fent for Verrio to England ; but chang- 
ing his purpofe, configned over Windfor to 
his pencil. The king was induced to this 
by feeing fome of his painting at Lord Ar- 
lington's, at the end of St. James's-park, 
where at prefent ftands Buckingham-houfe. 
The firft pidiire Verrio drew for the king 
was his majefty in naval triumph, now in 
the public dining-room in the cattle. He 
executed moft of the ceilings there, one 
whole fide of St. George's-hall, and the 

chapeU 
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chapel. On the ceiling of the former he 
has piftured Antony carl of Shaftfburjr, in 
thjc, charafter of Faction, difperfing libels ; 
as in another place he revenged a private 
quarrel i?vith the hoafc-keeper Mrs. Mar* 
riot, by borrowing her ugly face for one 
of the furies. With ftill greater impro- 
priety he has introduced himfelf. Sir God* 
frey Kneller, and Bap. May, furveyor of 
the works, in long periwigs, as ipedtators 
of Chrift healing the fick. He is recorded 
as operator of all thefe gawdy works in a 
large infer iption over the tribune at the end 
of the hall ; *

He was expcnfive, and kept a 
great table, and often prefled the king for 
money with a freedom which his majefty's 
own franknefs indulged* Once at Hampton- 
court, when he had but lately received an 
advance of a thoufand pounds, he found the 
king in fuch a circle that he could not ap- 
piroach.

On the acceflion of James II. Verrio was 
again employed at Windfor in Wolfey's 
Tomb-lK)ufe, then dcftined for a Romifh- 
chapcl. He painted that king and feveral 
of his courtiers in the hofpital of Chrift- 
church Lx)ndon. Among other portraits 
there is Dr. Hawes, a phyfician ; Vertue 
faw the original head from whence he tran^ 
flated it into the great piece, which Verrio 
prefcnted to the hofpital. He painted too 
at that of St. Bartholomew.

On the 
back he wrote the prince's titles at length, 
and his own name thus, Jo. Michael Wright 
Lond. piftor regius pinxit 1672.

df'the HoT!rfe t)f Commons and chief Karon, 
On that he called himfclf fpf, Michg,el

Sir Pe«ef Ldy was to have drawn theife 
|}iAufe6> but refufing ix> Wait on the judgct 
iU cheif own chambers^ Wr^ht got the bu^ 
finefSj and received 60 /• kx each piece.

Born at Drontheim in Norway, painted both 
hiftory and portraits.

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JOHN GRIFFIERE, 

An agreabie painter, called the gentleman 
of Utrecht,* was born at Amfterdam in 
1645, and placed apprentice to a carpenter, 
a profeflion not at all fuiting his inclina- 
tion. He knew he did not like to be a. 
carpenter, but had not difcovered his own 
bent. He quitted his matter, and was put 
to fchool, but becoming acquainted with 
a lad who was learning to paint earthen- 
ware, young Griffiere was ftruck with the 
fcience tho* In fo rude a form, and pafled 
his time in aflitting his friend inftead o^ 
going to fchool, yet returning regularly at 
night as if he had been there. This de- 
ception however could not long impoife on 
his father, who prudently yielded to' the 
force of the boy's genius, but while he 
gratified it, hoped to fecure him a profef- 
fion, and bound him to the fame matter 
with his friend the tyle-painter. GrifEere im* 
proved fo much even in that cdarfe fchool, 
that he was placed with a painter of flowers, 

F a and 
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and then inftrufted by one Roland Rog- 
man> whofc landfcapes were efteCmed. He 
received occalional leflbns too from Adrian 
Vandevelde, Ruyfdale, and Rembrandt, 
whofe peculiarity of ftyle, and facility of 
glory, acquired rather by a bold trick of 
extravagant chiaro Icuro than by genius, 
captivated the young painter, and tempted 
him to purfue that manner. But Rogman 
difluaded him, and Griffiere tho' often in- 
dulging his tafte, feems to have been fixed 
by his matter to landfcapes, which he exe- 
cuted with richnefs and neat colouring, and 
enlivened with fmall figures, catde and 
buildings. 

When he quitted Rogman and Utrecht, 
he . went to Roterdam, and foon after the 
fire of London, came to England, married 
and fettled here ; received fome inllrudlions 
from Loten, but eafily excelled him. He 
drew fome views of London, Italiari ruins, 
and profpedls on the Rhine. Such mixed 
fcenes of rivers and rich country were his 
favorite fubjefts. He bought a yacht, em- 
barked with his family and his pencils, and 

pafled 
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pafled his whole time on the ThameS} be- 
tween Windfbr, Greenwich, Graveiend, &c. 
Beiides thefe views, he excelled in copying 
Italian and Flemifh mafters, particularly Po- 
Icnburgh, Teniers, Hondecooter, Rembrandt 
and RuyiHale. 

After ftaying here many years, he failed 
in his own yacht to Roterdam, but being 
tempted by a pilot who was coming to 
England, fuddenly embarkec^ again for this 
country, but was (hipwrecked, and loft his 
whole cargo except a little gold which his 
daughter had wrapped in a leathern girdle. 
He remained in Holland ten or twelve 
years: and returning to England, ftruck 
upon a fand-bank, where he was eight days 
before he could get off. This new calamity 
cured him of his paflion for living on the 
waterp He took a houfe in MiUbank, 
where he lived feveral years, and died in 
1718, aged above 72,* In lord Orford's.

PHILIP 
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PHILIP DUVAL, 

A French-man, fhidied under Le Brun> and 
afterwards in Italy the Venetian fchooL 
He came to England, and painted feveral 
pidurcs. One for the famous Mrs. Stuarc 
duchefs of Richmond reprefented Venus 
receiving armour from Vulcan for her fon. 
The head-drefs of the goddefs, her brace- 
lets, and the Cupids had more the air of 
Verfailles than Latium* On the anvil was 
the painter's name, and the date 1 67 2. Not* 
withftanding the good breeding of his pen- 
cil, Duval was unfuccefsful, but Mr. Boyle 
finding in him fome knowledge of chy- 
miftry, in which he had hurt his fmall for- 
tune, gcneroufly allowed him an annuity 
of 50 /. On the death of his patron Duval 
fell into great indigence, and at laft became 
difordered in his fenfes. He was buried at 
St. Martin's about 1709.

thought worthy of a place in Sir Peter Leiy's 
collection. Another was in that of king 
Charles the firft. At lord Dyfart's at Ham- 
houfe are a landfcape and two pretty fmall 
fea-pieces by Fkfehier. 

BENEDETTO G E N A R O, 

Nephew and difciple of Guercino, and if 
that is much merit, refembling him in his 
works« He imitated his uncle's extrava- 
gantly <laik Ihades, caiight the roundi^ls 
of his flefh, but with a difogrcablc lividncfi,* 
and pofleffed at ieaft as much grace and 
dignity. He canie to England, and was 

one 
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one of Charles's painters. In king James's 
catalogue are mentioned twelve of his 
hand \ moft of them, I believe, are ftill in 
the royal palaces, four are at Windfor. At 
Chatfworth ar6 three by him j and Lot and 
his daughters at Coudray, His Hercules 
and Deianira was fold at Streater's fale for 
ii/. He was born in 1633, and died in 
17x5. It is faid that he had a miftrefs of. 
whom he was jealous, and whom he would 
not fuffer the King to fee. 

CASPAR NETSCHER,* 

Painted Imall portraits in oil. He was in- 
vited to England by Sir William Temple 

and

I do not mean 
in general to detradl from the merits of this writer ; he 
ieemsto have underftoodthe profeffion, and is partica* 
larly valuable for having coUedled fo many portraits of 
artifts, and for giving lifts of engravers after their pic7 
tures.

Of the fame country with the preceding, 
came to England in the reign of Charles XL 
and got into good bufinefs after the death of 
Sir Peter Lcly, but having drawn the king 
with lefs applaufe than Riley, he was dif- 
gufted and retired to Oxford, where he was 
employed by the Univerfity, and painted 
for them the large pidtures of their founders 
now in the pi£ture-gallery. He drew dean 
Fell, father of the bilhop, and Mr. William 
Adams, fon of him who publifhed the 
Villare Anglicanum. In term-time Sun- 
man 
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man ixr^nt conftandy to Oxford ; die reft of 
die year he puffed in London, and di6d at 
his houfe in Gerard-ftreet about 1707,

PETER 
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PETER STOOP, 

A Fleming, was fettled with his family at 
Lifbon, from whence they followed Cathe- 
rine of Portugal to England. Peter painted 
battles, huntiitgs, procefTions, &c. and his 
brothers Roderigo and Theodore engraved 
them. If the pifhires were equal to the 
plates from them, which are extremely in 
the manner of Delia Bella, Peter was an 
artift of great merit* Graham fays fo, but 
that his reputation declined on the arrival 
of Wyck. Stoop was employed by one 
Doily, i, dealer in pi<5lures, Huffs, &:c. and 
gave (bme inftru£tions in painting to John- 
ion th^ admirable old comedian, the mod 
natural and of the le^ gefticulation I ever 
knew, ib fanfious for playing the grave- 
digger in Hamlet, Morofe, Noll Bluff, Bi- 
ihop^ Gardiner, and a few other parts, and 
from whom Vertue received this account. 
Stoop lived in Durham-yard, and when an 
aged man retired to Flanders about 1678, 
where he died eight years afterwards, Ver- 
tue 
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tue does not fay dlrefUy that the other two 
were brothers of Stoop; On the contrary 
he confounds Roderigo with Peter^ but I 
condude they were his brothers or fbns^ 
from the prints etched by them about the 
y^TY time of Peter's arrival in England. 
They are a fet of eight plates containing 
the public <ntry of admiral Sandwich into 
Lifbon^ and all the <iirctim(binces of the 
queen's departure, arrival, and entries at 
Whitehall and Hampton-court. One, the 
entry of the «arl, is dedicated to him by 
Theodore Stoop, ipfius regise majeilatis 
pidor, and is the only one to which Verttie 
mentions the name of Theodore, Another . 
is the queen^s arrival at Hampton-court; 
but the nafne is wandng. VertUe defcribes 
belides a pidhire, Icven feet wide and two 
high^ containing the king's cavalcade 
through tl^ gates of the city the dayjjc- 
fore hi3 coronation^ but printed in l6$2. 
He fays not where he faw it, bujt calls the 
painter Roderigo Stoop, as he 60^ the en- 
grave of the reft of the abpvf -mentioned 
plates. It is not impo0ible but Hetei: iplght 
Vol, III. G h^ve 
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have aflumed the Portiiguefe name of Rb- 
derigo at Lifbon, Some of the plates, 
among Hollar's, to Ogleby's ^fop, were 
done by the fame perfon, but very poorly.

WILLIAM VANDEVELDE, 

Diftinguiflied from his more famous fon of 
the fame name, by the appellation of the 
Oldy was born at Leyden in 16 10, and 
learned to paiat ihips by a previous turn 
to navigation. It was not much to his ho- 
nour that he condufted the Englifh fleet, as 
is faid, to burn Schelling. Charles IL had 
received him and his fon with great marks 
of favour; it was pufhing his gratitude 
too far to ferve the king againft his own 
country. Dr. Rawlinfon the Antiquary 
gave Vertue a copy of the following privy- 
leal, purchafed among the papers of fccre- 
taryPepysj, .,

. The father, who was a very able maftcr, 
painted chiefly in black and white, and lat- 
terly always put the date on his wofks. He 
was buried in St. James's- church ; on tht?

William Vandevelde, the fon, was the 
greateft man that has appeared in this branch 
of painting : the palm is not lefs difputed 
with Raphael for hiftory, than with Vande- 
vclde for fea-pieces : Annibal Caracci and 
Mr. Scott have not furpafled thofe chief- 
tains. William was born at Amfterdam in 
1633, and wanted no mafter but his father^ 
till the latter came to England ; then for a 
fliort time he was placed' with Simon 4e 
Vlieger, an admired fhip^patnter of that 
time, but whofe name is only preferved 
how by being united to his difciple's. 
Young William was loon demanded by his 
father, and gfacioufly entertained by the 
king, to whofe particular inclination his 
genius was adapted. William, I fuppofe, 
lived chiefly with his father at Greenwich, 
who had chofen th^t refidence as fuited to 
the fubjefts he wanted. In king Jameses 
coUeftion were eighteen pieces of the father, 
and fon 5 fevcral are at Hampton-court and

SAMUEL COOPER 

Owed great part of his merit tcr the wof ks 
o'fVandyck, and yet may becaHed an ofK 
.gfnal gehitis, as he was the firfl: who gay« 
the llnength and freedom of oil to mlnia- 
tiire. Oliver's works are touched and re- 
touched with fuch careful fidelity that you 
^ cart not hdp perceivnig they are nature in 
die abftraft j Cooper's are fo bold that they 
fecm perfeft nature only of a lefes ftandard. 
Magnify the former, they are ftill diminu- 
tively conceived : if- a glafs could expand 
^^ Cooper's 
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Go6per*s piftures to the. fize of Vandyck'^, 
diey would ' appear to have been painted 
for that proportion. If his portrait of ^* 
Cromwell could be fo enlarged, I don-t 
know but Vandyck would appear lefs great 
by the comparifon. To make it fairly, one 
rfiuft not meafure the Fleming by his moft 
admired piece, cardinal Bentivoglio : The 
quick finefle of eye in a florid Italian Writer 
was not a fubjeft equal to the protefton; 
but it would be an amu^ng trial to balance 
Cooper's Oliver and Vandyqk's lord Straf- 
ford. To trace the lineaments of equal 
ambition, equal intrepidity, equal art, equki 
prefumptton, and to compare the ' fkfll ' o^ 
die matters in reprefcnting the one exalted 
^ the height of his hopes, yet perplexed 
with a cdmmand he could fcarce' hold, did 
not dare to relinquifli,''and yet dared to ex- 
irt; the other, dalhed in his career, willing

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CO avoid the precipice, fearching all the 
xrcefies of f^ great a Ibul to break his fall> 
and yet ready to mount the fcafibki with 
more dignity than the other aicended the 
dirone* This parallel is not a pi&ure 
drawn by fancy ; if the artifts had worked 
in contipetition, they could not have ap- 
proached nigher to the points of view in 
which I have traced the charadters of their 
heroes. 

Cooper with fb much merit had two de-^^ 
fe£b. His fkili was confined to a meer 
head ; his drawing even of the neck and 
fiioulders {o incorrect and untoward^ that it 
feems to account for the numbers of his 
works ' unfinifhed. It looks as if he was 
lenilble how fmall a way his talent extend*- 
ed. "This very poverty accounts for the 
other, his want of grace : A fignal dejScience 
in a painter of portraits — yet how ieldom 
pofTefled ! Bounded as their province is to 
a few tame attitudes, how grace atones for 
want of aftion I Cooper, content, like his 
cbuntrymen, with the good fenfe of truth, 
negleftcd to make truth engaging.

It is an anecdote little known, 1 believe,

The mark on the pic- 
ture was W. H. 1685. This, fays Vertue, 
I think, was William Haflel, Since the 
firft edition I am informed that Mr. Haflel 
not only painted in miniature but in oil, in 
which way he executed an oval head of Mr. 
Hughes, author of the Siege of Damafcus, 
who joined the fitter arts, and painted fe- 
veral fmall pieces in waters-colours for his 
amu'CAnent. That feraphic dame,- Mrs. 
Rowe, alfo painted. A gentleman from 
whom I received thefe notices has a buft 
of the abovementioned Mr. Hughes done 
by her in Indian ink, There lived about

A gentleman who painted in miniature, and 
that (being very galant) feldom but for 
ladies. In Mr. Rofe's fale 1723 was a head 
of Snelling by Cooper 1 644, finely painted, 
but tlie hands and drapery poor. Mr. Beale 
mentions him in one of his pocket-books, * 
(or fending prefents of colours to his wife ii^ 
3654, and 1658 i and that m 1678, Mn 
Snelling offered him thirty guineas for a 
Venus and Cupid after Rottenhamer, for 
which he afked forty guineas and was worth 
iifty. I do not know whether this perfbn

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MARY BEALE 

Was claughter of Mr. Cradock, minifter of 
Watkon * npon Thames, and learned the ru- 
airtients of painting from Sir Ureter Lely, and 
had foiTie inftni(Stions, as Verrue thoujght, 
from Walker. She painted m oil, water- 
colours and crayohSj, and had hiuch biifi- 
nefs ; her portriaitS were in th'e Italian %Ie, 
ifrhich fkt acqtrifed by fcopying feveral pic- 
tuits and drawings from Sir t^ecer Lely*i 
and the royal Colleftions. Her mafter wa^ 
fuppofed to have had a tender %ttafcliment 
to her, but as he >vas referved in commu- 
jiicating to her all the reiburces of hi^ p^n- 
cil, it probably ^as "a gakitt pafllon, rather 
than a fuccefiful one. Dr. Woodfall wrotfe

Of thefe almanacs 
there were above thirty, which with moft of 
Mr. Beale'§ papers came into the hands of 
Carter, cqlpurman, to whom Beale be^ 
queathed them. Some were fold to Mr. 
Prool^e a clergyman. His Ihare Carter 
lent to a low painter, whofe goods being 
feized the pocket-book§ were Ipft, but 
feven pf them a friepd of Vertue's met with 
pn a ftall, bought, and lent to him. Moft 
of his extrafts I fhall now offcf to the rear 
jder, without apprehenfion of their being 
condemned as trifling or tirefome. If they 
are fo, how will this whole work efcape ^ 
When one writep the lives of artifts, who it\ 
general were not very eminent, their ppcketr 
)3ooIcs are as important as any part of their 
hiftory— I fhalj uft no farther applqgy— 
if even thofe that are loft fhould be re- 
gretted !

Of the works of the Roticrs, fomc may be 
feen in Evelyn. John made a large miikd 
medal of duke Lauderdale in 167 a, with 
the graver's own name. Norbert, a medal 
of Charles I, (ftruck about the time of the 
Revolution) and another of his queen. One 
of them, I know not which, graved a large 
medal of a Daniih admiral, in the reign of 
king James. A cornelian feal with the heads 
of Mars and Venus, which Vcrtue faw, was 
cut by John Rotier. Of Jofeph there is ^ 
print, while he was in the fervice of thd 
French king, and calling him, " Cydcvant 
graveur de la monoye de Charles IL d*An- 
jgleterre."

CHAP. III. 

Artifts m the Reign of James H. 

THE (hort and tempeftuous reign- of 
James, though he himielf feems to 
have had much inclination to'.them> afford- 
ed finall encouragement to^ the arts. His 
religion was not of a complexion to exclude 
decoration 5 but four years, crouded with in- 
furre£lions, profecutions, innovations, were 
not likely to make a figure in a hiftory of 
painting. Several performers,* that had re- 
jfided here in the preceding reign, continued 
through that of James : fuch as may pecu- 
liarly be afcribed to this fliort period, I Ihall 
recapitulate* 



WILLIAM 
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WILLIAM G, FERGUSON 

A Scot, who lived lohg in Italy and France, 
painted ftill-life, dead fowl, &c. while in 
Italy he compofed two piftures, fold in 
Andrew Hay's fale, reprefenting bafreliefs, 
antique ftones, &c. on which the light was 
thrown, fays Vertue, in a furprizing man- 
ner. His name and the date 1679 were on 
tfiem. On another was the year 1689 ; for 
which reafon J have placed him between 
thefe periods. He worked very cheap and 
died here. 

JACQUES ROUSSEAU, ♦ 

Of Paris, ftudied firft under Swanevclt, who 
had married one of his relations, and then 
improved himfelf by a journey to Italy^ 
prafticing folely in perfpeftive, architefture 
and landfcape. On his return home he wa$ 
employed at Marly, but being a proteftant, 
he quitted his work on the perfecution of

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his brethren, and retired to Swiflerland* 
Louvois invited him back ; he refufed, but 
fent his defigns, and recommended a pro- 
per pcrfon to execute them. After a fhort 
ftay in SwilTerland, he went to HoUandj, 
.whence he was invited over by Ralph dul^c 
of Montagu to adorn his new houfe m 
Bloomfbury, where he painted much, and 
had the fupervifal of the building, and even 
a hand in it. His work amounted to 
1500/. in lieu of which the duke allowed 
him an annuity for his life q( 200 1 . 2l year. 
He received it but two years, dying ♦ in 
Soho-fquare at the age of 68 about 1694. 
Some of his pidures, both in landfcape 
and architefture, are over doors at Hamp- 
ton-court } and he etched after Ibme of his 
own defigns. He left a widow, b\it bcr 
queathed moft of what he had to his fcUow- 
fufferers, the Refugees. Lord Burlingtoa 
had a portrait of him by Le Fevrci

Artifis in the Reign (f James IT. 1S3 

CHARLES DE LA FOSSE, 

A name litde known in England^ but of 
great celebrity in France. The author of 
the Abregc calls him Un des flus grans co- 
kriftes di Veccle Francoife. He might be 
ib^ and not very excellent : colouring is 
the point in which their beft matters have 
failed. La Foffe was invited to England 
by the duke of Montagu, mentioned in the 
preceding article, and painted two cielings 
for him, the Apotheofis of Ifis, and an 
Affembly of the Gods. The French author 
fays that king William prcfled him to ftay 
here, but that he declined the offer, in 
hopes of being appointed firft painter to his 
own monarch. Parmentiere aiEfted La Fofle 
in laying the dead colours for him in his 
works at Montagu-houfe. La Foffe who 
arrived in the reign of James, returned at 
the Revolution, but came again to finifli 
what he had begun, and went back when 
\^t had finilhed. 

M4 N. HEUDE 
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Lived about this time, and painted in the 
manner of Verrio, to whom he is laid to 
have been afliftant. He painted a ftair-eaife 
at the lord Tyrconnel's in Arlington-ftreet, 
now demolifhed, and a cieling at Bulftrode, 
in both which he placed his own portrait and 
name. He was matter of Mn Carpenter^ 
the ftatuaiy. 



WILLIAM DE KEISAR 

Of Antwerp, was bred a jeweller, in which 
profeflion he became very eminent, but 
having been well educated and taught to 
draw, he had a ftrong bent towards that 
profeflion, and employed all his leiiure on 
it, prafticing miniature, enamel, and oiU 
colours, bdth in fmall and large. Vertuc 
fays, he fixed at laft wholly on die former ; 
Graham that he painted in little after the 
manner of Ellheimer, that he imitated va- 
rious 
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rious manners, drew cattle and birds^ and 
painted tombs and bafreliefs in imitation of 
Vergazon, and that he worked feme time 
with Loten the landfcape-painter. This 
laft cifcumllance is not very probable i 
for Vertue^ tvho was acquainted with hit 
daughter, gives a very different account of 
his commencing painter by profeffioft. Hav* 
ing painted fome altar-pieces at Antwerp, 
his bufinefs called him to Dunkirk, where 
he drew a pifture for the altar of the Englifh 
nuns. They were fo pleafed with it, that 
they perfuaded Keifar to go to England, and 
gave him letters of recommendation to lord 
Melfort, then in favour with King James. 
The ettthiifiaftic painter could not refift the 
propofal I he embarked on bo^rd an Eng- 
lifli veflel, and without acquainting his 
wife or family, failed for England. His re* 
ception was equal to his wifhes. He was 
introduced to the king who promifed to 
countenance him, and feveral perlbns of 
rank, who had known him at Antwerp, 
encouraged him in his new vocation. Tran- 
fpprted with his profpeft, he fent for his 

3 wife. 
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wife, ordering her to difmifs his workmen, 
and convert hi^. effedts into money. — ^With- 
in half a year the bubbk burft j the Revo- 
lution happened, Keifar's friends could no 
longer be his proteftors, his ^bufinefs de- 
crcafed, and the purfuit of the Philofopher's 
jRone, to which he had recourfe in his de- 
fpair, compleated his ruiA. He died at the 
^gc of 45 in four or five years after the 
Revolution. He left a daughter whom he 
had taken great pains to inftru^t in his fa- 
vorite ftudyi ai^4 ^i^ fuccels. She painted 
Imall portraits in oil, and co[»ed well ; but 
manying one Mr. Humble a gentleman, he 
isrouki not permit her to follow the profef- 
iion. After his death ihe returned to it, an4 
died in December 1724. She had feveral 
pidures by hpx father's hand, particularly a 
St. Catherine, painted for the queen dowa- 
ger's chapel at Som^erfet-houie, and his owi^ 
head in water- colours by himfelf. 



LARGIL- 
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L ARGILLIERE 



A French poitrait-painter, was in England 
in this reign^ but went away on the Revo- 
lution. He drew the Jting and queen. Sir 
John Warner, his daughter, and grand- 
fiaughtef, and Vender Mculen and Sybrecht 
the pointers. Vertuc mentioas a fmall piece 
(about tWQ |eet ^nd an: half hi^) highly 
finifhed by hirn reprefenting hioifelf, his wife 
and two children. The painter, is Aaiiding 
4Hd leans on a pedeftal j his wife is fitting ; 
one of the children ftands, the other fits 
playing with fruit ai|d flowers : there is a 
peacock, and a landfcape behind them. - His 
fon was a counfcilor of the.Chatclct at Pa- 
ris, and one of the <poniEniflaries at. war in 
the new Bj-ifac. "He wrote for the Opera 
fomiqueand theFoire,* and died in 1747.

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JOHN SYBRECHT* 

\ 

Of Antwerp^ painted landrcapes3 and had 
ftudied the views on the Rhine, his drawings 
^ which in water-colour^ are more common 
than his pidhires. The duke of Buckings- 
hftm returning through Flanders from his 
embafly to Paris, found Sybrecht at An^ 
twerpj was pleafed widi his works, invited 
him to England, and employed him at 
Cliefden. In 1686 he made feveral views 
of Chatfworth* At Newftede-abbey, lord 
Byron's, are two pieces by his hand; the 
fir&, a landfcape in the ftyle of Rubens's 
fchool i the other, which is better, a prolpeft 
of Longleatc, not unlike the manner of 
Wouverman. Sybrecht died in 1703, aged 
73> and was buried in St. James's.

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HENRYTILSON 

Was grandfon of Hciuy Tilfon bifliop of 
Elphin, bom in Yorldhire^ and who died in 
1655. Young Henry was bred under Sir 
Peter Lely, after whofe death he went to 
Italy in company with Dahl^ and ftaid feven 
years, copying the works of the beft maftcrs 
with great diligence. He fucceeded in por- 
traits, both oil and crayons, and was likely 
to make a figure, when he grew difordered 
in his fenfes and (hot himfelf at the age of 
36. He was buried at St. Dunftan's in the 
Weft. He painted his own portrait two OJf 
three times 5 once with a pencil in his hand 
leaning on z buft. Behind it. was written 
H. Tilibha. Roma, 1687. He drew a 
large family-pi6ture of his father, mother, a 
younger brother, a fifter apd himfelf. Dahl 
. gave Tilfpn his own pifture, infcribed be-^ 
hind, " Memoria per mio caro amico Hen- 
rico Tilfon fatto Roma 1686. 
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An Italian, copied the portraits of James 
and his queen with a pen, from the originals 
of Kneller. They were highly laboured^ 
and came into the pofleflion of Mr, George 
Clarke of Oxford, ^. - 

THOMAS- BENIERE, 

J^ young ftatuary who flquriflied in this 
reign, was born in England of French pa- 
rents in 1663. His models and fniall works 
in marble are mtich commended. The ana- 
tomic figure commonly feen in die Ihops of 
apothecaries was taken from his original mo- 
del. He carved portraits in marble from 
the life for two guineas. He lived and died 
near Fleet-ditch in 1693.

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QJJ ELLIN 



Elded ion of a good fhtuary of Antwerp^ 
fettled here and was concerned in (bveral 
works which by the only fpecimen Vertuc 
mentions, I fhould diink were very indif- 
ferent, for he carved Mr. Thynne's nionu-* 
ment in Weftrilinftcr-atbey. He lived in a 
large old houfe in Tower-ftreet St. Giles'sr, 
near the Seven-dials, and died at the age of 
33. His widow married Van Oft of Mech* 
lin^ another ftatuary* Quellin*s younger 
brother, who followed the fame bufme(% 
worked at Copenhagen^ Dantzick and Ham^ 
burgh, and in ten years made a confiderable 
fortune ; and died at Antwerp. 

In a book called the Art of Painting by 
Marfhall Smith, fccond edit. foL 1693, 
niention is made of William De Ryck, a 
difciple of Quellin, who fcems to have been 
a. painter, and to have come to England^ 
for^ recapitulating fome of this man's works> 
the author fpecifies, ^' a Magdalen, or the 
lady of Winchelfea;" and adds, *^ his 
^ daughter 
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daughter Mrs. Katherine coities behind none 
of her fair fcx in the art." There is a large 
flieet print, the condemnation of St. Cathe- 
rine, defigned, painted and engraved by 
William De Ryck 1684, and dedicated to a 
biihop of Antwerp. 

THOMAS EAST. 

Was engraver of the feals to James 11. and 
had learned of Thomas Simon. Eaft was 
fucceeded by his nephew Mr. John Roos^ 
who continued in that office till the acccf- 
fion of George L

THIS prince, like moft of thofe in 
our annals, contributed nothing to 
the advancement of* arts. He was born in 

» 

a country where tafte never flourilhed, and 
nature had not given it to him as an cm- 
bdlifhment to his great qualities* He 
courted Fame, but none of her minifters. 
Holland owed it's prelervation to his heroic 
tircu'e, England it*s liberty to his ambition, 
Etirope it*s independence to his competi- 
tion with Louis the fourteenths for, how- 
ever unfuccefsful in the conteft, the very 
ftniggle was falutary. Being obliged to 
draw all his refources from himfelf, and not 
Content to acquire glory by proxy, he had 
no leifure, like his rival, to prefide over the 
regifters of his fame. He fought his own 
batdes, inftead of chufuig mottoes for the

the good queen loved to work and talk, and 
contented herfclf with praying to God that 
her hufband might be a great hero^ fince he 
did not chufe to be a fond hufband. A few

Sir GODFREY KNELLER, 

A man leflened by his own reputation, as he 
chofe to make it fubfervient to his fortune,. * 
Had he lived in a country wherie his merit 
had been rewarded according to the worth 
of his produftions, inflead of the number, 
he might have fhone in the roll of the 

. * The author of the Abrege fays, that Kneller pre- 
ferred portrait-painting for this reafon. *' Painters of 
hifbry, faid he, make the dead live, and do not beghi 
to live themfelves till they are dead.— >I p^t the liv- 
ing, and they make me live»'' 

1 greateft 
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greateft mafters \ but he united the higheft 
vanity with the moft confummate negli- 
gence of character — at lead, where he of- 
fered one pifturc to fame, he facrificed 
twenty to lucre ; and he met with cuftomers 
of fo little judgment, that they were fond 
of being painted by a man, who would 
gladly have difowned his works the 'mo- 
ment they were paid for. Ten f fovcreigns 
fat to him j not one of them difcovered that 
he was fit for more than preferving their 
likenefs. We however, who fee king Wil- 
liam, the Czar Peter^ Marlborough, New- 

f Charles II. James II. and his qaeen ; William and 
Mary, Anne, George I. Louis XIV. Peter the Great, 
and the emperor Charles VI. For the laft portrait Leo- 
pold created Kneller knight of the Roman emjMre—- by 
Anne he was made a gentleman of the privy-chamber, 
and by the Univcrfity of Oxford ti do^or. When he 
hail finifhed the pidure of Louis XIV, that prince aflced 
him what mark of his efteem would be moil agreeable 
to him ? he anfwered piodeftly and genteely, that if his 
majefty would beftow a quarter of an hour on him, tha( 
he might make a drawing of his head for himfelf, he 
fhould think it the higheft honour he could poffibly re- 
ceive. The king complied, and the painter drew him 
on grey paper with black and red chalk heightened 
>vith white.

The hero and 
the horfe are in the heat of battle : In the 
large piece, it is the king riding in triumph 
with his, ufual phlegm. Qf all his works^^ 
Sir Godfrey wa3 moft proud of tjic cpnycrt- 
cd Chinefc at Windfor j but his portrait of 
Gibbons is fuperier^o it. It has the freedom

tndhMxmtt of Vandfcfk, mth the harmony of 
cobortng pecoliar to Andrea Sacchii; and 
no past of it is mg^eded. In general, ereii 
where he took paina, ail the parts are affeo 
teSif kept doWA, to throw the greater force 
into the head^^t trick unworthy fo great a 
niafter. His draperies too are fe * care*- 
iefly finiflced^ that tliey refemMe no filk or 
ftaff the vodd ever faw. His airs of heads 
htve extreme grace ; the hak* admirably 
d^>afe(^ and if the locks &em tinttfirttiraUy 
deyated, it muft be coafidec^d as an in« 
fiance of the pakiter's art.

Sir Godfrey Kncllcr was bor^i at Lubec, 
about the year 1648. His * grandfather had

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a^. cfl^t^i-n^iu* Hall in Saxony'; was furveyor

faipi^ of Crowfen, he faa4 one fon Zsuihary, 
educated at Leipfic, and for fome time ia 
the- fcrvice of Gyftatus Adolp^us's ' widoan^ 
After her death he . removed to L.ubec, 
Ufiarried, profcffed architefttire^ and was 
^hief furveyor to his n^ve city. He .left 
two fons, John Zacharyi and Godfrey. The 
latter, who at firft was dcfigned for a mili^ 
jfary life, was fcnt to Leyden, ; where he ap- 
plied to mathematics and fortification $ but 
the predominance of i nature determii^ing 
him to painting, his father acquieiced and 
fent him t^ Amfterdam, where he ftudied 
jtinder Bol, and had fonrte inidnidions ^om 
Kembrand.t. Vertuc nor. apy of his bio- 
graphers t^e notice of it, nor dp I aflert 
it, but I have heard that one of his mat 
•ters was Francis Hals. It is certain that 
Kneller had no fcrvility.jof a difcipie, nor 
imitated any.of . them.

At 
his feat at Witfon were many of his own 
works, fold fome years after his death. He 
intended that Sir James Thornhill Ihould 
paint the ftaircafe there, but hearing that Sir 
Ifaac Newton was fitting to Thornhill, 
Kneller was offended, faid, no portrait- 
painter fhould paint his houfc, and em- 
ployed Laguerre. 

Pope ♦ was not the only bard that foothed 
this painter's vain-glory. Dryden repaid

'Godft^yi came to [iEi^gtartd with hina, and 
pointed • in frefco, architefture, and ■ ftill- 
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iife^ pieces in oil, and laftly in water-coloursj 
in which he* copied ieveral of his brptber's 
heads. Sir Godfrey drew his portrait, one 
of hi^ beft works. Of John's was a piece 
of ftiU-life with a great tankard in the 
middle $ and a fmall head of Wyck, alrnoft 
profile in oil, in the pofleflion of JPr . Bar- 
nard bifhop of Derry, with the names of 
both artifts, dated 1684. John Kneller died 
in 170a in Covent-garden and was buried in 
that church.

HENRY COOKE 

Was barn in 1 642, and vras thought to 
have a talent for hiftoiy* He went to Italy; 
and ftudied under Salvator Rofa. On hh 
rettfrn, neither rich nor known, he lived 
obfcufely in Knave^s-acre, in partnerfljip 
with a houfe-painter. Lutterel introduced 
him to Sir Godfrey Coplefy, who was pleaf- 
ed ^rh his works, and carried him into 
Yorkfhlre whefe he was building • a new 
houfe, in which Ctx)ke painted, and re- 
ceived 1 50/. He then lived five years with 
the father of Antony Ruflfel, whom I 'have 
mentioned in the preceding volume, but 
quarrelling with a man about a miftrefs 
whom Cooke kept, by whom he had chil- 
dren, and whom he afterwards mtantd^ 
Cooke killed him and fled. He then went 
to Italy and ftaid feven years, and return- 
ing> lived privately, till the affair was for- 

gotten* 
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gotten. Towasrds the end of his life he wai 
much employed. By order of king William 
he repaired die * Cartoons^ and other pic- 
tures in the royal coUedion, though Walton 
had the falary.

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PETER BERCHETT 

Was born in France, 1659, ^^ beginning: 
to draw at the age of fifteen under La Fofle^ 
he improved fo faft, that in three years he 
was employed in the royal palaces. He 
came to England in i68i, to work under 
Rambour, a French painter of architcdhirc, 
who, fays Vertue, was living in 17 21, but 
then ftaid only a year, and returned to 
Marly, He came again, and painted for 
ibme perfons of rank in the weft. King 
William building a palace at Loo, fent 
Berchett thither, where he was engaged 
fifteen months, and then came a third time 
to England, where he had fufficient bufi-i 
nefs. He painted the cieling in the chapel 
of Trinity-college, Oxford, the ftaircafe at 
the Duke of Schomberg's in Pall-mall, and 
theYummer-houfe at Ranelagh.

JOHN RILEY 

One of the beft native painters that haa 
flourifhed in England, whole tialents ^ije 
living were obfcurcd by the fame, rather 
than by the merit of Kneller, and dcpreflcd 
fince by being confounded with Lely; an 
honour unlucky to his reputation. Gra,-. 
ham too ipeaks of him with little jufticc> 
faying he hacj no excellence beyond a head ^ 
which is far from true. I have feen both 
draperies and hands painted by Riley, that 
would do honour to either Lely or KneUef. 
The portrait of lord-keeper North at Wrox- 
ton is capital throughout. Riley, who 

was 
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was humble, modeft, and of an amiable cha- 
rafter, had the greateft diffidence of himfelf> 
and was eafily difgufted with his own works, 
the fburce probably of the objeftions made 
to him. With a quarter of Sir Godfrey's 
▼anity, he might have perfuaded the world 
he was as great a mafter. 

He was born * in 1646, and received in- 
ftru6bions from Fuller and Zouft, but was 
little noticed till the death of Lely, when 
CMffinch being perfuaded to fit to him, the 
pi<5ture was fhown, and recommended him 
to the king. Charles fat to him, but almoft 
difcouraged the bafhfuU artiit from purfu- 
ing a profcflion fb proper for him* Look- 
ing at the pifture he cried ^^ Is this like 
me ? then od's fifli, I am an ugly fellow.'* 
This difcouraged Riley fo much, that he 
could not bear the pidlure, though he fold 
it for a large price.

A lady, whom he had taught to draw^ 
carried him to Ireland, where he painted 
fmall portraits in oil, had great bufinefs and 
high prices.

In his Magdalens he 
generally introduced a thiftle on the fore;- 
ground. In Psunter's-hall Is a Imall Magr 
dalen, with this fignature $ 1661.

Was boifn at Harlem 1616, and became aa 
a4niired f painter of fea-ports, (hipping and

tion* Lx)rd Burlington * had a long prrf- 
peft of London and the Thames^ taken &om 
Southwark> . before the fire, and exhihijdnit 
the great nianfions of the nobility then on 
the Strand. Vcrtue thought it the bcft view 
he had feen of London, Mn Weft has a 
print of it> but with fome alterations* This 
Wyck painted the fire of L/ondon more than

Throwing down his pencils, he ftretched 
himfelf out to .flieep, when thrufting his hand 
inadvertently into his pocket, he found a 
ihilHng I fwearing an oath, he faid, it is al« 
ways thus when I have any money. Get 
thee gone, continued he, throwing the fliil* 
ling out of the window; and returning to 
his work, produced one of his beft pieces. 
This ftory he related to the gentleman who 
bought the pifture.

Of whom, or of his works, fays Vcrtue, I 
never heard, except from his epitaph in 
St. James's-church-yard at Briftol. H. S. E. 
John Schnell, portrait-painter, born at Bafii 
April 28, 1672, died Nov. 24, 17 14. One 
Linton was a painter of feveral citizens in 
this reign, from whofe works there are pxints. 
Thefe trifling notices, as I have faid, are 
only inferted to lead to farther difcoveries, or 
to aflift families in finding out the painters 
of their anceftors. The reft of this reign* 
muft be clofed with a few names, not much

Sir RALPH COLE 

Appears as the painter of a pidhire of Tho- 
mas Windham, cfqj from which there is a 
mezzotintb. 
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A German, came over as a foldier in king 
William's Dutch troc^Sj obtained his dif- 
chargCj and remained here ieveral year% 
dying, it is iaid, in queen Anne's reign* 
He painted landfcapeSj flowers and .infeds 
neatly in water-colours, but with too little 
knowledge of chiaro fcuro. He fold a few 
of his works to colleftors, and the reft, be- 
ing very poor, to printfeUers. They are 
now very fcarcc, Mr. Willett, a merchant 
and virtuoib in Thai^es-ftreet, has about 
thirty, and Mr, Chadd, jeweller in Bond- 
ftreet, about a dozen.

Vertue fays he had ieen two drawings in 
black-lead by the bilhop of Ely, the one

cellor of the garter, by her. She died in 
1700, at the age of 48, and was buried in 
Covent-garden* 

MARV MORfi, 

A lady who, I believe, painted for her amufe- 
ment, was grandmother of Mr. Pitfield s in 
the family are her and her hufband's por- 
traits by herfelf. I A the Bodleian library 
at Oxford is a pidure that Ihe gave to it, 
which by a ftrange miftake is called Sir 
Vol. IIL R , Thomas 
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Thomas More, though it is evidently a copy 
of Cromwell earl of Eflex. Nay, Robert 
Whitehall, a poetafter, wrote verfes to her 
in 1674, on her fending this fuppofed pic- 
ture of Sir Thomas More. * 

The other arts made no figure in this 
reign; I fcarce find even names of Pro- 
feffors. 



JOHN BUSHNELL, 

An admired ftatuary in his own time, but 
only memorable to us by a capricious cha- 
rafter. He was fcholar of Burman^ who 
having debauched his fervant-maid, obliged 
Buflinell to marry her. The latter in dif- 
guft left England, ftaid two years in France, 
and from thence went to Italy. He lived 
fome time at Rome and at Venice j in the » 
laft city he made a magnificent monument 
for a Procuratore di San Marco, reprefenting 
the fiege of Candia, and a naval engagement

between 
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tetwccn the Venetians and Turks. He 
came home through Germany by the way of 
Hamburghw Some of his firft works after 
his return were the Statues of Charles I, 
and II, at the Royal-exchange, and Sir Tho- 
mas Grefiiam there above ftairsi His beft 
were the kings at Temple-ban He carved 
ieveral marble monuments, particularly one 
for lord Afliburnham in Suflex j one for Dn 
Grcw*s wife in Chrift-church London, one 
for lord Thomond in Northamptonfliire j 
Cowley's and Sir Palmes Fairborn's in 
Weflininfter*abbey> and cut a head of Mr. 
Talman. He had agreed to compleat the 
fet of kings at the RoyaUexchange, but 
hearing that another perfon (1 fuppofe Cib- 
ber) had made intereft to carve Ibme of 
them, Bufhnell would not proceed, though 
he had begun fix or feven. Some of his 
profeffion aflcrting that, though he was fkill- 
^ full in drapery, he could not execute a naked 
figure, he engaged in an Alexander the 
Great, which fervcd to prove that his rivals 
were in the right, at leaft in what he could 
net do* His next whim was to demonftrate 

R 2 the 
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the poflibility of the Trojan horfe, which he 
had heard treated as a fable that could not 
have been put in execution. He undertook 
fuch a wooden receptacle, and had the di- 
menfions made in timber, intending to cover 
it with ftucco. The head was capable of 
containing twelve men fitting round a table ; 
the eyes ferved for windows. Before it was 
half complcated, a ftorm of wind overfet and 
demolifhed itj and though two Vintners, 
.who had contracted with him to ufe his horie 
as a drinking booth, oflfered to be at the 
expence of erefting it again, he was too 
much difappointed to re-commence. This 
project coft him 500 /. Another, of veffels 
for bringing coals to London, mifcarried 
too, with deeper coft. Thefe fchemes, with 
the lofs of an eftate that he had bought in 
Kent, by a law-fuit, quite overfet his dif- 
ordcred brain. He died in 1701, and was 
buried at Paddlngton, leaving two fons and^ 
a daughter. The fons, of whom one. had 
100/. a year, the other 60 /• were as great 
humourifts as the father; they lived in t 
large houfe fronting Hyde-park, in the lane 

leading 
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leading from Piccadilly to Tyburn, which 
had been built by the father, but was unfi- 
niflied, and had neither ftair-cafe nor floors. 
Here they dwelt like hermits, reclufe from 
all mankind, fordid and imprafticable, and 
faying the world had not been worthy of 
their father. Vertue in one of his MSS. 
dated 1725, begins thus ; " After long ex- 
pedtatiops I faw the infide of John Buflmell's 
houfe, his fons being abroad both/' He 
defcribes it particularly, and what fragments 
he faw there, particularly a model in plaifter 
pf Charles II. on horfeback, defigned to have 
been caft in brafs, but almoft in ruins : the 
Alexander and the unfinifhed kings. Againft 
the wall a large piece of his painting, a 
triumph, almpft obliterated too. He was 
defired to take particular notice of a bar of 
iron, thicker than a man's wrift, broken by 
jin invention of BuflineJU

D. LE MARCHAND 

Was a carver in ivory born at Dieppe ; wa$ 
many years in England, and cut a great 
nymber of heads in baf-relief, and fome 
whole figures in ivory ; Mr. Weft has his. 
head carved by himfelf, oval. Lord Ox- 
ford had the buft of lord Somers by him. 
He alfo did one of Sir Ifaac Newton, anor 
ther was a profile of Charles Marbury, fet 
in a frame of looking-glafs. Mr. Willet 
has another head of a gentleman, pretty 
large, with the initial letters, D. L. M. He 
died in 17^6. 



WILI.IAM 
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WILLIAM TALMA N, 

Bom at Weft-Lavington in Wiltfliire, where 
he had an eftate, was comptroller of the 
works in the reign of king William, but of 
his life I find fcarce any particulars, though 
he was an architeft employed in confider- 
able works. In 1671 he built ThoreJby- 
hoiife in Nottinghamfhire, burned a few 
years ago, Dynham-houfe in Gloucefter- 
ftiire 1698, Swallowfield in Berkftiire, * and 
Chatfworthj the elegance and lightnefs of 
the latter front do great honour to the artift i 
the other fides are not equally beautiful!. 
The flight of ft:eps by which you afcend 
from the hall to the apartments was thought 
noble enough by Kent to be borrowed for 
Holkam. His fon John Talman refided 
much in Italy, and made a large coUeftion 
of prints and drawings, particularly of 
churches and altars, many of which were 
done by himfelf. Mr, Sadler had many

TH E reign of Anne (o illuftrated hj 
heroes, poets and authors, was not 
equally fortunate in artifts. Except Knel- 
ler, fcarce a painter of note. Weftminfter- 
abbey tcftifies there were no eminent fta^ 
tuaries. One man there was, who dif- 
graced this period by his architefture, as 
much as he enlivened it by his wit. Form-» 
cd to pleafe both Auguftus, ^nd an Egyp-. 
tian monarch who thought nothing pre-^ 
ferved fame like a folid mafs of ftone, he 
produced the Relapfe and Blenheim ! Party, 
that fharpened the genius of the age, dif- 
Jionoured it too — a half-penny print of 
§^ch?Yere} ^youjd hav^ been preferred to a 

(ketch 
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iketch of Raphael. Lord Sunderland and 
lord Oxford coUcfted books ; the duke of 
Dcvonlhire and lord Penmbroke, piftures, * 
medals, ftatues : the performers of the time 
had little , pretenfions to be admitted into 
fuch cabinets. The period indeed was (hort ; 
I fhaH give an account of what I fiAd in 
Vertue's notes.

Was brought from Venice in this rdga 
by the duke of Manchefter, for whom he 
painted a ftaircaie in Arlington- flreet, now 
deftroyed. He performed feveral works of 
iliis kind, for the duke of Portland and

He 
painted befides many fmall pieces of hif- 
tory, before he left England, * whither he

foot in France, the direftors, as oftentatious as their 
apes^ the South fea-company^ purchafed the Hotel de 
Nevers, and began to decorate it in the moll pompoiis 
manner. Pelegrini was invited from England to paint 
the cieling of the principal gallery, and wrote a dc- 
fcription of his work — all that now remains of it ; ibr

Who painted ruins in oil, and better in 
water-colours ; and land-ftorms* He and 
Pclegrini difagreeing, Marco went to Ve- 
nice and perfuaded his uncle to conne over, 
Sebaftian Ricci, who had been Pelegrini's 
mailer, and who was foon preferred to the 
difciple. Ricci's works are ftill admired, 
though there is little excellence in them} 
his colouring is chalky and without force. 
He painted the chapel at Bulftrode for the 
duke of Portland, and in the laft fupper 
has introduced his own portrait in a mb«» 
dern habit.

JAMES 
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JAMES BOGDANI 

Was born of a genteel family in Hungary i 
his father, a deputy from the ftates of that 
rountry to the emperor. The fon was not 
brought up to the profeflion, but made 
confiderable progrefs by the force of his na- 
tural abilities. Fruit, flowers, and elpecially 
birds were his excellence. Queen Anne 
befpoke feveral of his pieces, ftill in the 
royal palaces. He was a man of a gentle 
and fair charafter, and lived between forty 
and fifty years in England, known at firfb 
-only by the name of the Hungarian. He 
had raifed an eafy fortune, hut being per- 
fuaded to make it over to his fon, who was 
going to marry a reputed fortune, who 
proved no fortune at all, and other misfor- 
tunes fucceeding, poverty and ficknefs ter- 
.minated his life at his houfe in Great Queen- 
ftreet. His piftures and goods were fold 
by auftibn at his houfe, the fign of the gol- 
den eagle, in Great Queen-ftreet, I^iincoln's- 
inn-fields* - His fon is in the board of Ord- 
nance, 
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nance^ and formerly painted in his father's 



manner. 



WILLIAM CLARET 

Imitated Sir Peter Lely, from whom he 
made many copies. There is a print from 
his pi6ture of John Egerton earl of Bridg- 
water, done as early as 1680. Claret died 
at his houfe in Lincoln's- inn-fields in 170^, 
and being a widower, made his houfe^ 
keeper his heirefs. •

Painted many portraits. At the Royal-fo- 
ciety is a pifture of Dr. Halley by him, and 
the earl of Halifax had one of Wycheriey.

HUGH 
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HUGH HOWARD^ 

Better known by Prior^s beailtifitl veries to 
hinrt, than by his own 'works^ was loft of* 
Halph Howard doftor of phyfic, and wasi 
born in JDublin Feb. 7, 1675. His father 
being driven from Ireland by the troublei^ 
that followed the Revolution, brought the 
lad to England, who difcovering a di(pofi« 
tion to the arts and Belles Lettres, Was ierit 
to travel in 1697, and on his way to Italy 
pafled through Holland in the train of 
Thomas earl of Pembroke, one of the pie* 
nipotentiaries at the treaty of Ryfwick* 
Mr. Howard proceeded as he had intended^ 
and having viiited France, and Italy, re« 
turned home in Oftober 1700. 

Some years he pafled in Dublin^ but the 
greateft and latter part of his life he fpent 
entirely in England, prafUcing painting, at 
leaft'with applaufe; but having ingratiated 
himfelf by his fame and knowledge of 
hands with men of the firfl: rank, parti- 
cularly the duke of Devonlhire and lord 

Pembroke, 
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Pembrpke, and by a parfimonious manage- 
ment of his igoQd fortune and of what he 
received with his wife, he was enabled to 
<)uit the i^adical part of hi$ pFofeffioii f^ 
th£ vkft tw^ifkty years of ^>s life^ the formed 
|»€er having obtained i<^ him the pOfts cf 
jcoeper of the ftate-papers aiKi pay-mafter 
of his nujefty's p^cefi;.

JAMES PARMENTIER, 

'A Frenchman, bom in 1658, was nephew of 
Bourdon, by whom he was firft inftruftcd ; 
but his uncle dying he came to England 
in 1676, and was employed at Montagu- 
houfe by La Fofle to lay his dead colours. 
'King William fent Parmentier to his new 
palace at Loo, but he quarrelled with Ma- 
tot, the furveyor of the buildings, and re- 
turned to London* where not finding rtiuch 
employment, he. went into Yorklhire, and 
worked fcveral years, both in portrait and 
Afftoric painting. "The altar-piece in a 
church at Hull, and another in St. Peter*i5 
at Leeds, Mofes receiving the law, much 
commended by Thorefby, are of his hand. 
iHis beft work was a ftair-cafe at Work- 
fop. 'To Painter's-hall he gave the ftory 
of Diana and Endymion. On the death of 
Laguerre in 17 21, he returned to London, 
in hopes of fucceeding to the bufincfs of the 
latter. He died in indifferent circumftanccs 
Dec. 2, 1730, as he was on the point of go- 
ing 
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mg to Amfterdam, whither he had been in- 
vited by fome relations.

•JOHN VANDER VAAJRT 

Of Harlentii came to England .in 1674, and 
Iparned of Wyck the father, but did not 
confine himfelf to landfcape.

He was 
particularly famous for reprefentations of 
partridges and dead game. In old Devon- 
£hife-houfe in Piccadilly he painted a violin

17 13 he fold his coUedtion, and got more 
money by mending piftures than he did in 
the former part of his life by painting them.

A painter in. water-colours^ who is not to be 
confounded with * Michael Croffe or De La 
Crux^ whom I have mentioned in.thp reign, 
of Charles I. Lewis Groffe painted feveral 
portraits in miniature in Queen Anne's time, 
many of which are in the coUedlion of the 
duchefs of Portland, the countefs of Cardi- 
gan, &c. This Crofle repaired a little pic- 
ture of the queen of Scots in the- pojOTeflion 
of duke Hamilton, and was ordered to mak^e 
it as handfome as he could. It feems, a 
round face was his idea of perfeft beauty, 
but it happened not to be Mary's fort of 
beauty. However, it was bdieved a genuine 
pidture, and innumerable copies were made 
from it.
